han d s of the jury which l.as listen ed to 
the evid en ce in her trial for the mur­ 
d er of Caesar Youn g last Jun e, was 
shocked to learn that the twelve men 
chosen to d ecid e as to her in n ocen ce 
or guilt, had been un able to reach an 
agreemen t- In fact had d ivid ed even ly 
over the question as to whether or n ot 
she held the revolver which en d ed 
j Youn g’s life. 
The jury stood six to six—half for 
j acquittal, the others fyr con viction . 
' Although n o official an n oun cemen t was 
! mad e further than this, courthouse 
i talk had it that o, the six d ecid in g 
again st Miss Patterson n on e was for 
‘ con viction of murd er In the first d e- 
j grec. that on e held out for murd er In 
‘ the secon d d egree, two for man slaugh­ 
ter In the first d egree, an d three for 
! man slaughter In the secon d d egree. 
Immed iately the an n oun cemen t of 
the verd ict was mad e Miss Patterson 
broke in to a fit of weepin g, which con ­ 
tin ued even after she was led from 
the courtroom to a retirin g chamber, 
where physician s were called an d re­ 
storatives ad min istered . 
Then she was taken to the Tombs, 
but she again wept an d moan ed an d 
became hysterical, an d the efforts of 
her aged father, the prison matron 
an d atten d an ts to quiet her were fu­ 
tile. 
The question of a third trial has 
n ot yet been d ecid ed .
